The present status of the coal mar 

Ket, conditions which have obtained 
since con] mining was inaugurated in 
the province, together with the car 
eupply situation have and do render 
it next to impossible if not wholly so 
for a mine to Joad two shifts a day. 
The miners working eight bours, 
break more coal than ean be loaded in 
that same eiykt hours. Therefore, to 
maintain the largest output permit— 
ted by cireamstances, the operaturs 
have always found it necessary to 
joad one ten hour shift a day. There 
fore, if the men engaged in hauling 
thecoa! out of the mine, or trans- 
portation men as they are known, ure 
‘not permitted to work more than 
eight hours, the output of a mine 
must be cat down by just the amount 
of coal that would be hauled during 
the additional two hours. 

As yet but one company in Alberta 
bas attempted to load more than one 
loading shift. That is the Interna: 
tional Coal & Coke company of Cole- 
man which during last year started 
to load two shifts. Notwithstanding 
that the C.P.R. bas exerted itself to 
tho utmost to supply cars to keep the 
Jaternational company’s mine loading 
‘eonstantly during those two shifts, it 
hus never succeeded in doing so eve 
during the last few months when 
railway traffic, being much decreas- 
od and other mines being clwsed 
down, bas had the effect of placing 
many care at the disposal of the com 
pany that would ordinarily have bee: 
evailable, This being the case it
